County plan to meet growing demand for pupil places

A FORMER Harlow secondary school 
site will be brought back into use to 
meet the growing demand for places. 

Essex County Council is planning to 
open a new secondary school on the 25- 
acre site in Tendring Road, which used 
to be home to Passmores School until it 
relocated to new premises in Tracyes 
Road in September 2011. 

The authority said it intends to open 
the school, which will take 240 children 
a year, in September 2018. 

County Hall also announced this 
week that a new 420-place primary 
school will be built at the Newhall 
development at a projected cost of more 
than £9m. 

County councillor Ray Gooding, cab¬ 
inet member for education and lifelong 
learning, said: “As part of our planning 
for school places for the next 10 years, 
we intend to open a new secondary 
school on the former Passmores site for 
up to 240 children a year from Septem¬ 
ber 2018.” 

“Further details, including the cost, 
are not yet known and currently being 
explored,” he added.

The new primary school at Newhall 
will be built to meet the demand for 
pupil places during recent years. Pro¬ 
jections suggest the increased demand 
for school places is likely to continue. 

As part of the proposals, which have 
been agreed by ECC cabinet members, a 
56-place early years centre will also be 


built on the same site adjacent to the 
primary school. 

The £9.1m project, financed through 
developer contributions, is expected to 
be completed by September 2017. 

The cabinet also approved plans to 
invite proposals from academy spon¬ 
sors to run the school, which will grow 
on a phased basis and eventually be able 
to accommodate two classes per year 
group. 

Cllr Gooding said: “The demand for 
primary school places in Harlow is 
growing fast, like many areas of Essex. 
These proposals will help ensure we 
have the supply to meet that rising 
demand. 

“I am pleased my cabinet colleagues 
have agreed to proceed with the plans to 
create this much-needed primary 
school and early years unit. 

“As a council, we are committed to 
providing the infrastructure needed to 
support the county’s growth and are 
planning to spend about £200m over the 
next five years on creating new school 
places across Essex.” 

An appropriate site for the school and 
early years centre has been identified 
and will be transferred to Essex County 
Council by July next year.

Child told she’d struggle to climb stairs now lifts weights

A LITTLE girl who struggled to walk 
or ride a bike can now lift half her body 
weight thanks to a Harlow boxer. 

Evie Evans, 5, has Down’s syndrome 
and hypermobility, and her family 
were told by doctors that she had poor 
gross motor development. 

Gross motor skills enable children 
to perform everyday functions such as 
walking, running, skipping, as well as 
playground and sporting skills. 

Evie, who has just started at 
Churchgate Primary School, also suf¬ 
fers from pulmonary vein stenosis, 
which caused her to need oxygen at 
night. 

Muscle 

Her mother Sara Evans, 43, through 
her work with charity Kisses4Kids, 
enlisted the help of boxer Gavin Con¬ 
way, director of Big Dog Boxing and 
Madra Mor Boxing Academy at Body 
Active Gym in Harlow. 

At the time, the family were worried 
about the impact of Evie’s lack of 
stability in the playground at school. 

After just eight weeks, Evie has 
improved her fitness and no longer 
needs oxygen at night. Her breathing, 
muscle strength, lung capacity and 
motor skills have all improved. 

“Gavin is an amazing man,” she 
said. “Evie absolutely loves him and 
what he’s achieved with her is really 
amazing, and in just a few weeks. 

“The relationship she has with him 
isn’t replicated with anyone else.” 

Evie, who has two sisters, spends 30 


minutes with Gavin each week, taking 
part in both fitness exercises - lifting 
small weights and chin ups - and other 
less conventional ones including hit¬ 
ting bubbles with a foam hammer and 


running in front of a large fan. 

Sara said: “She also would not tol¬ 
erate wind, so we could never have the 
car windows open because she would 
just scream constantly. But now, after 


working with Gavin, she’s completely 
changed. It was great preparation to 
her starting school. ” 

“It has made such a difference to her 
life,” Sara added. 


Council probe after residents are left feeling ‘cheated’ 


COUNCIL chiefs are investigating 
complaints that planning permission 
for a minicab office was granted on the 
casting vote of a committee chairman 
who previously worked for the firm. 

The application by Metro Cars to 
use an empty unit at Mill Court oppos¬ 
ite Harlow Town station as a 24-hour 
minicab office was approved by three 
votes to two at last Wednesday’s meet¬ 
ing of Harlow Council’s development 
management committee. 

But residents who attended the 
meeting to oppose the plan said they 
felt “cheated” because it was passed on 


the casting vote of committee chair¬ 
man Phil Waite. 

Cllr Waite did not declare an 
interest but when challenged during 
the meeting he admitted he used to 
work for Metro Cars. However, he 
insisted it would not influence his 
decision. 

This week Cllr Waite refused to com¬ 
ment but a council spokesman said: 
“The council is aware of the issues 
raised by members of the public and is 
looking into the matter.” 

One Mill Court resident, who asked 
not to be named, said: “I was very 


angry with the decision. I think he 
[Cllr Waite] should have said some- 
hing. I would be happy to accept the 
decision if I considered the meeting to 
be fair, but they have put us in a 
position where we feel cheated.” 

The council received a petition 
signed by more than 70 people and six 
individual letters objecting to the plan 
on the grounds of noise and disruption 
as well as the loss of parking spaces. 

The application said the firm would 
use 16 of the 105 spaces available. 

One disgruntled resident said: “I 
don’t want to live here any more. 


Traffic is already slow getting in and 
out of the car park and there is not 
enough space.” 

Frank Hull, who represented a taxi 
drivers’ union, said: “It is a chaotic 
situation as it is. They will be sub¬ 
contracting drivers from Epping and 
surrounding areas into Harlow and 
they will all rank up outside.” 

A Metro Cars representative told the 
committee: “The cars will be picking 
people up from the station which other 
firms are already doing. As for sub¬ 
contracting, there is nothing illegal 
about that at all.”

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Act now over 
crisis in care 

SIR It is refreshing news that 
Robert Halfon has finally seen 
sense and realises the failure of 
the private sector in providing 
social care for the elderly for 
profit (MP: ‘Take action at 
failing care home’, September 
17). 

Like him I am calling on Essex 
County Council to start 
reopening old people’s homes 
and I will be sponsoring a 
motion at the next county 
council meeting to urge the 
Conservative administration to 
reopen those homes they have 
allowed to be privatised. 

Elderly people need to face the 
future with confidence and can 
only do so if the crisis in care is 
addressed. 

Firstly, it must be adequately 
financed and resourced but with 
the cuts to local government still 
to be implemented this is 
unlikely to happen.

Junction plan 
ill-conceived 

SIR Belatedly, I wish to add my 
comments on the proposal for a 
new Mil junction at Harlow. The 
suggestion of bringing traffic 
into the town via Gilden Way is 
totally ill-conceived and must be 


the idea of a bureaucrat who 
clearly has no experience of 
Harlow. 

Yes, it would slightly alleviate 
the queuing at the existing 
motorway exits and possibly 
reduce some of the traffic flow 
through Bishop’s Stortford and 
Sawbridgeworth, but there 
would clearly be no 
improvement at all for Harlow 
residents. 

The bottleneck would move 
slightly but it would do nothing 
to reduce traffic on Edinburgh 
Way en route to Hertford or local 
businesses or drivers travelling 
to Pinnacles and beyond via the 
town centre. 

It would also create enormous 
queues from Sheering into Old 
Harlow. 

The only viable and sensible 
alternative is to skirt further 
north of the town as originally 
proposed, joining the 
roundabout at the junction with 
the A414 near to the station. This 
would provide the benefit of the 
traffic fanning out to either 
Edinburgh Way, Pinnacles or 
Hertford, thus removing most of 
the through traffic on Edinburgh 
Way and consequent queue on 
the A1184. 

It would also help with the 
monumental queues of traffic all 
trying to leave the town in the 
evening at the same time. 

Perhaps Robert Halfon, in 
lending his support to the Gilden 
Way plan, should consider the 
residents of Harlow and not just 
through traffic and non¬ 
residents.

Row over plans to 
end Kier contract 

Councillors at loggerheads amid concerns over cost

A ROW broke out between Labour and 
Conservative councillors over proposals 
to end the authority’s contract with Kier 
Harlow. 

Under the plans, which were approved 
on Thursday, services would be provided 
by a new Local Authority Trading Com¬ 
pany owned by Harlow Council. 

But Conservative opposition council¬ 
lors slammed the decision which they say 
was made despite the council “not being 
able to answer the most basic questions”. 

Councillor Simon Carter also ques¬ 
tioned the cost of bringing services back in 
house, which at this stage were “uniden¬ 
tifiable”. 

“How confident are you that this model 
works,” he said. “How can we make such a 
biggest decision for the next 10 years - a 
decision that will have a major impact on 
staff, residents and businesses?” 

But Labour councillor Mike Danvers 
said: “This seems the best way forward. To 
say that this is a jump into the unknown is 
rubbish.” 

“We need to be in the driving seat when 
it comes to this council. We need to be 
masters of our own house,” he added. 



The authority says the move will 
provide greater flexibility to allow them to 
prepare for future Government funding 
cuts. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: 
“This is absolutely, without doubt, the 
most cost-effective solution in the long 
term - to bring the services back in-house 
as a local authority trading company.” 


He added that funding cuts were a “sig¬ 
nificant worry” and conceded that it may 
be difficult to protect services in the 
future. 

“This is about getting the best value for 
money for taxpayers, it is the right thing to 
do,” he said. 

Councillor Tony Durcan added: “We can 
take back what our community wants and 
when it wants it.” 

“Standing still is not an option,” he 
added. 

The move will also allow the council to 
plough any profits back into the service, 
and even bid for contracts elsewhere. 

Kier currently provide a range of front¬ 
line services including housing repairs 
and maintenance, repairs to council build¬ 
ings, street cleaning, grass cutting, pest 
control, stray dog collection, repairs and 
maintenance to drainage, gullies and 
highways owned by Harlow Council.

PUBLIC Health England is relo¬ 
cating to Harlow in a £350m move 
to create new world-class labs, 
Chancellor George Osborne has 
confirmed. 

The move will initially see 900 
workers relocating from sites 
such as Porton Down in Wiltshire 
to the former GlaxoSmithKline 
laboratories in Coldharbour 
Road. A further 10,000 jobs will be 
created during the construction 
phase. 

Public Health England says the 
move is a “big step forward for UK 
public health science”. 

The new facilities, based on the 
site currently owned by GSK, will 
create a centre for research, 


health improvement and protec¬ 
tion working on international 
health threats, such as Ebola. 

The chancellor made the 
announcement while visiting 
Harlow on Thursday. 

Forefront 

“It’s going to put this part of the 
country right at the forefront for 
science as we tackle some of the 
most difficult diseases in our 
world, and indeed some more 
commonplace like the flu,” he 
said. “It’s a really exciting day for 
British science and a very excit¬ 
ing day for Harlow.” 

The move will further reinforce 
Harlow’s growing reputation as a 
science-led town, a reputation 
started in the 1960’s with the 
development of Fibre Optic Tech¬ 


nology by Nobel prize-winner Sir 
Charles Kao, and continuing 
today with Harlow Enterprise 
Zone, a new development for 
advanced manufacturing and life 
sciences/medical technology 
businesses. 

Harlow Enterprise Zone is cap¬ 
italising upon two of the town’s 
strengths - Advanced Manufac¬ 
turing and Life Sciences. 

The Anglia Ruskin MedTech 
Campus, to be located on the 
Enterprise Zone, will provide one 
of the world’s largest health 
innovation spaces for companies 
of all sizes. It will also have a focus 
on IT with the establishment of a 
new business park and data 
centre complex. 

The PHE move was not only 
crucial for the future of research 


in public health but it was also the 
right decision for the taxpayer, 
said Mr Osborne. 

“It’s one of the biggest pieces of 
good news this town has ever had.

council estimating that it will 
require between 12,000 and 15,000 
new homes by 2031 despite limited 
space within its boundary to build 
on.

MEP blasts lack of funding for refugee service 


LABOUR Euro MP and former Harlow Council 
leader Richard Howitt praised the work of a 
charity which helps migrants, refugees and 
members of ethnic minorities integrate into 
the community. 

Speaking during a visit to the Wych Elm 
offices of Integrated Support Services on 
Friday, Mr Howitt said he was proud of his 
efforts in helping the charity establish itself 
but criticised the lack of funding from both 
Essex County Council and the Government. 

Since it was set up by a group of migrants 
and refugees living in Harlow in 2004, ISS has 
helped to change the lives of hundreds of 
people living in isolation. 

Mr Howitt said: “I want the Government to

come to organisations like this to see what 
kind of service is offered as I think these kind 
of organisations are key if change is to be 
achieved. 

“The Government claims to care but then 
when it comes to funding projects that help 
make the Harlow and Essex economy better, 
they withdraw all funding. More needs to be 
done and I’m going to try and put pressure on 
the Government to do that.” 

Harlow ISS chief executive Mimoza Matoshi 
said it was struggling to attract funding at a 
time when the service it provides was needed 
more than ever. 

“We are now in the position where we have 
not got any funding secured,” she said. “I am 
worried about what might happen next as we 
are the only one [ISS] in Essex.” 

During his visit Mr Howitt was introduced 
to a teenage girl who has settled in Harlow 
after migrating from war-torn Eritrea.

Landowners told 
to keep an eye on 
overhanging trees 

LANDOWNERS are being advised by 
Essex County Council to check the 
branches of trees which overhang 
roads and pavements. 

The warning comes at the start of 
autumn when seasonal storms make 
it more likely trees will shed branches 
or even blow over. 

The county council said there is a 
duty of care on landowners to ensure 
trees do not pose a threat to motorists 
and pedestrians and they should take 
steps to prevent the risk of injury or 
damage. 

Cllr Eddie Johnson, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways maintenance and 
small scheme delivery said: “The most 
common safety problems come from 
overhanging branches reducing the 
road width and blocking sightlines 
and road signs, as well as reducing 
height clearance for tall vehicles such 
as double decker school buses. 

“Overhanging trees also hamper 
our ability to carry out roadworks, 
effectively lengthening delays and 
causing inconvenience to drivers.” 

People are advised to ensure the 
footway is clear of vegetation to a 
height of 8ft (2.5m) and the road is 
clear to a height of 17ft (5.1m) and 1.8ft 
(0.5m) from the edge of the road 
towards their property.

Judge’s warning

A FORMER teacher who pleaded guilty to 
sex abuse and child porn offences com¬ 
mitted in Harlow has been warned he is 
facing a prison sentence 
Thomas Marriot admitted two charges 
which involved causing a child to engage 
in sexual activity and causing her to 
watch a sexual act. 


He also pleaded guilty to three further 
offences of downloading indecent images 
to his mobile phone. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told the 
offences involved a 16-year-old girl and 
took place in Harlow and Waltham 
Abbey. 

Marriot, 24, pleaded guilty to causing 
the girl to engage in sexual activity by 
inciting her to send pictures of herself of a 
sexual nature over the internet and to 


cause her to watch him masturbating. 

He further admitted downloading 99 
indecent images with three rated at the 
most serious Category A, 38 at Category B 
and 58 of Category C, downloading 170 
indecent images with five at Category A, 
87 at Category B and 78 at Category C, and 
downloading 22 images with eight at Cat¬ 
egory B and 14 at Category C to his mobile 
phone. 

The case was adjourned until Novem¬ 


ber 5 to allow for the preparation of a pre¬ 
sentence report. 

Marriott, whose address was given as 
Delamere Road, Southport, was released 
on bail with the conditions that he live at 
his address and makes no attempt to 
contact prosecution witnesses. He has 
also been banned from entering Essex. 

Judge Charles Gratwicke warned him: 
“You should be in no doubt as to the likely 
outcome.”

Review starts 
into funding 
of tax benefit 


Council faced with taking ‘difficult’ decisions

A TOWNWIDE consultation on the funding of a 
scheme which offers council tax support to low 
income households in Harlow is under way. 

About 8,400 households struggling to pay their 
council tax bills currently receive help from the 
local Council Tax Support scheme. 

Of those, almost 5,000 are classed as working 
age households and are required to pay a min¬ 
imum 24 per cent of their bill. 

Harlow Council contributes film towards the 
annual £6m cost of the Council Tax Support 
scheme, which is shared between the authority, 
Essex County Council, Essex Fire and Rescue 
Service and the Essex Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner. 

However, continued reductions in Government 
funding and increasing financial pressures has 
led the council to consider reducing the amount 
of support given. 

As pensioners are protected by the Govern¬ 
ment from any reductions, any changes would 
only affect working age claimants. 

Up until now the council has not amended its 
local scheme to reflect the reduced level of money 
it receives and has not increased the contribution 
that working age claimants must make towards 
their bills. 


But now it is looking at ways of funding the 
scheme, including varying the maximum level of 
support given to claimants, reducing the spend¬ 
ing on other services or increasing council tax 
bills. 

Cllr Mike Danvers, the council’s portfolio hold¬ 
er for resources, said: “It is vitally important that 
we hear from all residents, including those not 
receiving council tax support. 

“In April 2013 we had to take on the respons¬ 
ibility for council tax benefit from the Gov¬ 
ernment but with less funding. Due to ongoing 
funding reductions, the council continues to face 
difficult decisions about how to fund the 
scheme. 

“We want to involve all residents in a review of 
our Council Tax Support scheme and how it is 
funded. This is about listening to the views of all 
residents while providing the fairest scheme 
possible to those who need it.” 

The public consultation runs until Sunday, 
October 25 and is open to everyone in the town, 
including local support organisations. The res¬ 
ults will then be presented to the cabinet and a 
decision taken by the council in December.

“As a 
charity business it is important to 
have someone like him to come and 
hear about what we are doing.” 

The office of High Sheriff is an 
independent and non-political 
royal appointment for a perioid of 
one year. As part of their role they 
actively support and encourage 
crime prevention agencies, the 
emergency services and the 
voluntary sector. 


Open day will 
help to dispel 
hospice fears 

GUIDED tours and mini 
workshops will be on the 
programme when St Clare 
Hospice open its doors to the 
public next month to raise 
awareness of the services it 
provides. 

The hospice will be holding an 
open day on Saturday, October 10 
to explain how it works with 
other healthcare providers to 
improve the lives of people with 
a life-limiting illness as well as 
their families and carers. 

Director of patient care Philip 
Ball said: “So many people fear 
the word hospice because they 
think it is just a place where you 
go to die. 

“Sadly, too many people in 
west Essex don’t receive the help 
they could receive from St Clare 
because of these fears and 
misperceptions and a lack of 
understanding about the wide 
range of services available, not 
realising that hospice care is 
about life and living, not just 
death and dying.” 

The open day runs from 11am 
to 3pm during which visitors 
will be able to talk to staff and 
volunteers, take part in mini 
workshops and have a guided 
tour around the hospice. 

Mr Ball added: “If anyone is 
interested in finding out more 
about the support St Clare is able 
to offer those facing one of life’s 
most difficult journeys, then do 
come along and join us.”

A RAM-raid gang who stole a cash machine after 
smashing a forklift truck through the front of a shop 
in Roydon may have abandoned it because it was 
bigger than they had expected 

Detectives have confirmed that the ATM, which 
was found by police officers on the back of a pick-up 
truck less than an hour after the raid, had not been 
opened. 

A five-figure sum of cash remained inside the 
machine even though it was damaged when it was 
ripped from a wall at the McColl’s store in High 
Street at 2am last Wednesday. 

Engineers from the ATM owners were able to 
confirm the cash was safe after they examined the 
device following investigations by forensic special¬ 
ists from Essex Police. 

It is believed four men used the forklift to remove 
the ATM and load it on to the red Hilux pick-up 
truck. Police officers carrying out a search of the 
village found both the truck and the cash machine 
abandoned near a cricket ground and allotments at 
Occupation Lane on the edge of the village at 
2.50am. 

Stolen 

A white Kia Sportage car, which was also used by 
members of the gang, was found nearby. 

All three vehicles - the pick-up, car and forklift 
truck - had been stolen during the previous 48 
hours. 

Detective Inspector Greg Wood said: “The Hilux 
was right down on its suspension and probably 
struggled to carry the ATM. It now seems likely that 
the thieves just dumped the pick-up and car because 
they realised they could not get far before being 
caught by police. 

“Another factor is that they were probably 
spooked because so many local people were woken 
up and they realised police were on the way.” 

Police are now concentrating their inquiries on 
how the thieves left the area after dumping the 
vehicles at Occupation Lane. Anyone with inform¬ 
ation about the raid should contact officers at 
Loughton CID on 101 or call Crimestoppers anonym¬ 
ously on 0800 555111. 

Horse on verge of death 
settles into a new home 


AN abandoned horse 
which was found close 
to death after being 
tethered by a chain to a 
hillside in Harlow is 
now well on the road to 
recovery.

Lara by her rescuers, 
weighed less than half 
of what she should have 
done and virtually 
every bone in her body 
was visible. 

RSPCA inspector Sam 
Garvey, said: “This was 
one of the worst cases I 
had ever seen, so I am 
absolutely thrilled the 
mission to save Lara is 
now complete and she 
has settled into her new 
home. 

“I can remember 
being utterly shocked 
when we arrived that 



night to rescue her as- 
she was just so thin, a 
complete bag of bones. 
She was just crouched 
there on that hillside, 
terrified and trembling, 
chained to a piece of 
scrubland with no food 
or water.” 

A public appeal to

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Government lays down targets for rail franchise bidders 


THE Government has set out the 
customer service targets which must 
be met by the winner of the East 
Anglia train franchise will have to 
meet or else face a financial penalty. 

The move, along with provision for 
ending the practice of flushing 
human faeces onto the tracks, is part 
of ambitious plans to improve rail 
services on the line serving Harlow. 

The ‘Invitation to Tender’ guide¬ 
lines published on Thursday include 
proposals for: 

■ slashing journey times; 

■ introducing 180 extra weekly ser¬ 
vices to stations including Cam¬ 
bridge, Norwich, Stansted Airport, 
Southend and Liverpool Street; 

■ improving the quality of trains on 
the network; 


■ providing free wifi for all pas¬ 
sengers; 

■ reducing crowding on the busiest 
services. 

Three train operators have been 
shortlisted to compete to take over 
the franchise. They are a joint ven¬ 
ture between current holder Abellio 
and Stagecoach, First Group and 
National Express. 

A decision on who will be awarded 
the franchise is expected next sum¬ 
mer with the nine-year franchise 
due to start from October 2016. 

For the first time the Government 
will set customer service targets for 
the operator and will monitor pro¬ 
gress through independent ‘mystery 
shopper’ exercises and passenger 
surveys. 


The operator will be expected to 
show clear year-on-year improve¬ 
ments and will be hit with a fin¬ 
ancial penalty if targets are not 
met. 

Rail minister Claire Perry 
described the requirements as ambi¬ 
tious but said they were necessary to 
make journeys “significantly bet¬ 
ter” than they are now. 

“These plans will also ensure that 
East Anglia finally has a rail net¬ 
work that supports its growing eco¬ 
nomy,” she said. “We have set out 
what we want to see bidders deliver 
as a minimum, but we’re looking for 
bids that exceed our expectations 
wherever possible. 

“It is now for the industry to step 
up to the challenge and tell us how 


they will make this happen.” 

Bidders will also be required to 
provide plans to end the practice of 
flushing human waste onto the tracks 
by fitting controlled emission toilets 
to all trains. 

They will also be expected to invest 
heavily in improving stations, as well 
as creating a £9.5m customer and 
communities improvement fund to 
benefit passengers and the local com¬ 
munity. 

More than 135 million journeys are 
made on the region’s rail network 
every year, with around 4,300 trains a 
week serving London commuters, the 
regional hubs of Cambridge, Ipswich 
and Norwich, leisure travellers to 
Stansted Airport and coastal and 
rural resorts around the region.

Review of network ‘long overdue’

THE views of bus users are being 
sought by Essex County Council as it 
embarks on a major review of ser¬ 
vices. 

Although the majority of services 
are run commercially and will not be 
affected by the consultation, some 260 
services currently receive funding 
from County Hall at a cost to the 
taxpayer of almost £9m a year. 

As a result the authority is now 
looking at how they are delivered and 
whether there are better routes or 
ways of providing the services. 

The review, which will shape the 
future of the county’s supported public 
transport in Essex, will result in the 
first large scale re-design of the bus 
network for a number of years. 

While 105 of the services will remain 
unchanged, there are plans to with¬ 
draw 18 because alternatives are avail¬ 
able while 12 routes will be axed 
because they are deemed to be of very 
low use. 

Extend 

It is also proposed to extend 35, 
replace 29 with demand response 
services and significantly 
redesign 38. Minor changes 
are planned to 16 services 
while a further 10 may be 
taken over and run by an 
operator. 

The Sunday and bank hol¬ 
iday service on the 59 Harlow 
to Chelmsford route is one of 
those affected. 

Cllr Rodney Bass, cabinet 
member for highways and trans¬ 
portation, said: “This is a complete 
re-design of the network 
which is long overdue. In 
most cases we are 
maintaining o: 
extending services. 

“Services are only 
proposed to be with¬ 
drawn where there 
are alternatives in 
place or they are 
low use. We 


remain committed to providing the 
best possible bus network, maximising 
services and making them as cost- 
effective as possible.” 

He added: “Given the substantial re¬ 
design proposed, we need people to 
engage fully with this consultation and 
see how the proposals will work for 
them. I would therefore encourage 
everyone to take part and have their 
say.” 

Anyone who lives, works or visits 
the county can take part in the con¬ 
sultation which runs until the end of 
next month. 

As part of the process the council 
had compiled a list all of the individual 
bus services in each district which 
receive council funding and outlines 
any proposed changes and the reasons 
behind them. It also lists those services 
that are not changing. 

Any service that is not included on 
the list is operated commercially and 
so in not part of this consultation.

The changes are intended to 
come into effect from April 
next year.

Andrew’s Primary School, said: 
“Our uniform is blue because of 
the RAF colours and we feel it is 
important the children under¬ 
stand the significance and the his¬ 
tory of both world wars as part of 
our history and heritage. 

“We were introduced as the 
future, which was really import¬ 
ant because the number of people 
alive in the Second World War is 
decreasing and it’s important the 
tradition is carried on.”

Children’s comic 
sells for £17,300

IN the days before smartphones and 
tablets, children used to iook forward 
to their weekly trips to the 
newsagents to spend their pocket 
money on the latest edition of their 
favourite comic. 

For many years one of the most 
popular was The Beano, which was 
first printed in 1938 and sold for just 
2d - or 1 p in today’s money.

Auctioneer Malcolm Phillips said:

The Beano has a 
place in every comic book collector’s 
heart as it was the most popular 
comic book in the country. This 
piece is the number one trophy 
item.”

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New service for 
stoma patients 
is first in Essex 

Nurse offers one-to-one care during home visits

THE launch of a new specialist 
care service is helping to trans¬ 
form the lives of stoma patients 
living in west Essex. 

Nurse Tracey Hart provides 
personalised frontline care incl¬ 
uding assessments, treatment and 
support during face-to-face con¬ 
sultations at the homes of more 
than 800 people in Harlow, Epping 
Forest and Uttlesford. 

The aim is to ensure that 
patients receive continuous, high 
quality care throughout their 
treatment without the need to 
travel to their GP practice. 

The service is provided by West 
Essex Clinical Commissioning 
Group with support from medical 
supplies firm Coloplast. It is the 
first partnership between a CCG 
and industry providing frontline 
patient care in the district and 
will initially run for three years. 

Counselling 

Tracey carries out regular 
home visits including counselling 
before and after surgery, tele¬ 
phone consultations and an annu¬ 
al review which was not available 
before. 

She can also prescribe stoma 
products and can closely monitor 
an individual’s condition and 
medication, reducing the likeli¬ 
hood of an emergency or crisis 
situation and potential admission 
to hospital. 

“Working with people across 
the different communities in west 
Essex has helped me understand 
people’s day-to-day lives which 
means I know how best to support 
them,” said Tracey. 

“One of my favourite parts of 
working with people in this way is 
being able to dispel common mis¬ 
conceptions surrounding stomas. 
I have the opportunity to reassure 
them first-hand that they can still

live their lives as normal after 
surgery.” 

She added: “This new way of 
working has made a genuine dif¬ 
ference to people’s lives and the 
sense of relief I feel from patients 
makes my job so worthwhile.” 

Hazel Angus, senior phar¬ 
macist at West Essex CCG, said: 
“Tracey’s role is part of an innov¬ 
ative approach to stoma care in 
west Essex and we’re excited to be 
able to offer local people the spe¬ 
cialised care they need within a 
setting that’s familiar to them. 

“She has established a mutual 
trust with her patients, some of 
whom have had their lives 
changed completely simply beca¬ 
use they now have a dedicated 
person to speak to. 

“Individuals have one point of 
contact and feel confident man¬ 
aging their stomas at home with 
Tracey’s support.” 

One patient benefiting from the 


new service is Sarah Norton, who 
said: “Providing one-to-one care 
in a person’s home means Tracey 
has unique knowledge of their 
individual set-up and lifestyle and 
can adapt the way she delivers 
care accordingly. 

“As a patient, it’s reassuring to 
me that Tracey is aware of my 
individual circumstances and is 
able to help make arrangements 
should an emergency unexpec¬ 
tedly arise. 

“The work she does is invalu¬ 
able and she appreciates, and 
accommodates for, the distinct 
needs of different people - a one- 
size-fits-all approach doesn’t work 
when it comes to stomas.” 

Patients in west Essex who have 
had, or are due to have, stoma 
surgery will be contacted by their 
GP practice with more inform¬ 
ation about the new service, with 
the option to opt-out if they 
prefer.

N audience in Stortford, 
clapping rhythmically and 
replying “yes” to a little 
boy who refuses to grow 
up, have declared that they 
do believe in fairies. 

But there’s no need to worry. What 
may appear a bizarre, possibly 
sinister, cult taking crowds to 
another land hasn’t arrived in the 
town. It’s merely the sight and sound 
of this year’s summer pantomime at 
Rhodes. 

A crowd made up predominantly of 
children, proudly waving pirate 
swords and magic wands which 
flickered with colour, and parents, 
enjoying the musically driven 
production of Peter Pan, had been 
taken away to Neverland. 

They were whisked there by 
Bishop’s Stortford and Harlow’s 
Phoenix Theatre, a supremely 
talented group of Herts & Essex 
youngsters. The young actors played 
the best side of the good versus evil 
battle - as Peter Pan took on Captain 
Hook. 

This musical version of Peter Pan, 
a children’s favourite written for the 
stage by Scottish playwright J. M. 
Barrie in 1904, was a nostalgia trip 
for parents while kids added boos at 
each Captain Hook appearance later 
in the show. 

The Disney film version in 2003, 
produced almost a century after the 
story’s first telling, is the most 
familiar depiction of the tale for 
parents and children in our time. 

As lights dimmed and the curtain 
was drawn open on the Rhodes stage, 
electric guitars and drums brought 
some zip to this up-tempo 
interpretation. 

Immediate impressions came from 
its exquisite set. Designed with the 
help of former Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Art head of design Douglas 
Heap, it set the tone for the 
company’s slick production. 

Anyone attending an amateur 
production might fear slow delivery, 
but accomplished lead performances, 
helpfully accompanied and led by the 
metronome of a recorded soundtrack, 
kept the journey to Neverland 
moving swiftly along. 

The Darling family house was its 
first scene. Family dog Nana (Drew 
Gregg), appeared with eldest sister 
Wendy Darling (Gabriella Morgan), 
eldest brother John Darling (Matthew 
Goodeve) and youngest family 
member Michael Darling (Sam 
Ronco). 

Gabriella was authoritative and 


thoughtful in her performance, while 
Matthew was one of the funniest in 
the play and little Sam - with his 
dangling night cap adding to the 
trio’s pyjama costumes - was 
brilliantly endearing and confident 
throughout. 

Phil Dale, who founded Phoenix in 
2008 and is also the artistic producer 
at Rhodes, was playful as both the 
dad of the Darling family and Captain 
Hook. Much more loving towards the 
children, was Mrs Darling (Candace 
Scott). 

Tantalising in its build up, the 
eventual appearance of Kali 
Dronsfield as Peter Pan was one of 
swagger and mischief. As the little 
boy who refuses to grow up, she 
played Peter’s need for adoration 
well, with dynamism and animatedly. 

Making good use of technology for 
the problem of how to depict flight on 
the stage, a dark screen flew down 
and green screen technology saw the 
trio fly in an amusing projection. 

In Neverland, leader of the lost 
boys Tootles, played by Will Edden, 
was suitably regimented like a 
soldier but expressive, while the 
‘natives', with face paint and rags for 
clothes, performed the best 
choreography with a terrific tribal 
dance to tom-tom drumming. 

Audience participation was at a 


minimum, and not requested either, 
for the first half of the play. It seemed 
a strange decision, considering the 
large foam hands, wands and pirate 
swords sold just outside beforehand. 
But this changed after the interval. 

Captain Hook, a looming figure 
played by Phil Dale, was commanding 
as part of his comically hopeless 
pirate crew. His approach was the 
most direct with the audience 
throughout - apart from one specific 
plea by Peter Pan - prompting boos at 
the play’s peak and laughter in his 
clumsiest moments. 

Audience participation reached its 
height on the high seas. Comedy met 
emotion in its almost sing-a-long 
climax. School friends swayed in the 
stalls as Wendy Darling (Gabriella 


Morgan) sang the production’s 
saddest song. 

Directed by the theatre company’s 
director Jeanne Stacey, it’s a slick 
and enchanting show with care taken 
to keep the audience’s attention - 
including by mute Tinkerbell, played 
by Tegan Griffiths, waving to people 
and improvising expressive moves 
between acts. 

There are 10 evening and matinee 
performances of Peter Pan the 
musical from Friday, September 18, 
until Sunday, September 27. 
Performance times vary. Ticket 
prices are £17, £15 for concessions 
and £60 for families.

Sean McLoughlin 
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T’S a challenge to adapt one 
Charles Dickens story to the 
stage so imagine the struggle of 
trying to condense his whole 
back catalogue into one 
performance. 

From the highs of Oliver Twist to 
the lows of Bleak House, Dickens 
Abridged attempts to tackle every 
novel from one of Britain’s most loved 
authors in one show at Harlow 
Playhouse next month. 

A slender cast of four play a group 
of American Dickens fans, who 
themselves are putting together a 
performance about the author. 

Matt Bateman takes on the role of 
Dickens as well as a number of other 
characters. 

“We cover the life of Charles 
Dickens in 90 minutes,” he said. 

“It is a very funny show as many of 
his plays had comedic elements - but 
what people may not know is about 


that Dickens himself had a great life 
that deserves to be celebrated. 

“We feature Oliver Twist quite a 
lot, as some of that play is 
autobiographical for Dickens. 

“Bleak House is told over 90 
seconds and I think Tale of Two 
Cities is only about 10 seconds long. 

“It is all very fast paced, but a good 
fun romp whether you’re a Dickens 
fan or not.” 

The other three characters, of a 
mixture of ages and backgrounds, are 
played by Martin Sarreall, Andy 
Gallo and Matthew Hendrickson. 

The play is directed by Adam Long, 
one of the founding members of The 
Reduced Shakespeare, who is an 
American with a love for British 
culture. 

It sounds a bit confusing to think 
that the actors will be donning an 
American accent to play British 


characters - but Matt said the extra 
quirk adds to the show’s charm. 

The 23-year-old from 
Stoke-on-Trent was buzzing to be part 
of any creation by the director he 
describes as a “genius”. 

“The idea is that there are four 
guys from California who are from 
various walks of life, but are united 
by their love for Dickens. 

“They are fantastic creations of 
Adam’s and this is their show. 

“Having worked with Adam, I’ve 
just got to say that the man is a 
genius - there is no other word for 
him. 

“We have been in rehearsals for a 
month but now the show is good to 
go.” 

The autumn tour will take the 
group all over the country and the 
date on Wednesday, October 21 will be 
their only night in Harlow. 


While Matt has never been to 
Harlow and the unusual plot premise 
could be a hurdle for an audience - 
the actor is sure the play has the 
strength to win any crowd over. 

“It has been amazing so far, the 
reaction, we have been getting four or 
five star reviews. 

“Some people have come up to us 
after the show and been surprised 
we’re not American. 

“No one yet has raised any 
objection about the accent. 

“There are even a few songs in 
there, and people get really into it. 

I’ve been loving it so far and I can’t 
wait for Harlow audiences to see it.”

Disturbing play is gritty take on 
the lives of modern teenagers 



HARLOW Theatre Company’s latest 
was a far grittier affair than the 
name Punk Rock suggested and my 
expectations of a School of Rock style 
show were quickly cast aside. 

Set in the present day in the library 
of a grammar school in Stockport, the 
only punk rock played is a blast of 
The White Stripes while the scenes 
change round and the characters only 
briefly discuss music. 

The title of Simon Stephens’ play is 
more to sum up the frustrations, 
disillusionment and recalcitrance of 
youth rather than its soundtrack - 
and after the initial confusion, the 
name turns out to be a fitting one. 

The six leads are all 17-year-old 
sixth-formers studying (or not in 
some cases) for their mock exams and 
the half-dozen are quickly introduced. 

At first glance we have the classic 
characters you’ll find in any 
school-based drama. 

There’s Bennett, the school bully, 
Lilly, the attractive new girl, Tanya, 
the quiet but good natured one, 
Nicholas, the jock, William, 


unworldly, Cissy, the straight-A 
irritant and Chadwick, the nerd. 

All six are perfectly cast, and the 
young actors deliver such credible 
performances it brings back 
memories of school you’d rather 
forget. 

While the early interchanges 
somewhat expected (Bennett bullies 
Chadwick, William is eager to 
impress Lilly) the power of their 
performances keep you hooked. 

The audience can empathise with 
poor old Chadwick’s feeling of just 
wanting the bell to ring so he can 
leave. 

Another strength is the equal stage 
time enjoyed by the leads - and the 
absence of a real protagonist means 
we can appreciate the ups and downs 
of every character. 

The plot doesn’t really develop in a 
conventional sense, but more through 
the changes of characters and the 
downward spiral of William is central 
to the story. 

Rhys Hayes gives the stand-out 


performance in portraying William’s 
transformation from a kooky dimwit 
to an unhinged psycho. 

The climactic scenes are both 
exhilarating and disturbing which is 
a testament to the pacing of the play 
and direction of Jane Miles. 


While the show has now run its 
cause at the Victoria Hall Theatre, 
which was sadly not at capacity, it is 
well worth keeping an eye on what 
these fabulous young talents attempt 
next. 

Verdict: 4/5

subject, who transfixes us 60 
years after his untimely death. 

In 1955 Los Angeles, 
photographer Dennis Stock 


(Robert Pattinson) - an employee 
of the Magnum agency overseen 
by John Morris (Joel Edgerton) - 
struggles to fulfil work 
commitments and his 
responsibilities to a young son, 
Rodney (Jack Fulton). 

At a party thrown by Nicholas 
Ray (Peter Lucas), Stock 
encounters an awkward 
24-year-old called James Dean 
(Dane DeHaan) propping up the 
bar. 

The photographer is transfixed 
and spots a raw talent that could 
turn Dean into a global star. He 
proposes a photo essay in Life 
magazine but the actor is 
reluctant to sell his soul for a few 
pictures. 

Stock persists, capturing one 


of the most famous shots of the 
leading man: Dean with a 
cigarette as he walks through a 
rain-sodden Times Square. 

The snapper joins Dean on a 
trip back home to Indiana for 
some quality time with his uncle 
Marcus (Ron White), aunt 
Ortense (Eve Crawford) and 
young cousin Marcus (Kasey 
Lea). 

Meanwhile back in Hollywood, 
Jack Warner (Sir Ben Kingsley) 
makes clear to Dean that he will 
need to scratch the backs of 
studio executives to land his 
dream role in Rebel Without A 
Cause. 

Life is blessed with a 
mesmerising performance from 
DeHaan as the handsome star, 


who died seven months after his 
memorable encounter with 
Stock. 

Pattison is understated, but 
there is a pleasing rapport 
between the two actors as their 
characters wrestle with the hefty 
price of celebrity in an era of 
controlling studios. 

Cinematography and 
impeccable production design 
beautifully capture the fashions 
and fads of a smoke and 
booze-stained era. 

Corbijn directs at a pace that 
some audiences might find 
glacial, but considerable patience 
reaps decent emotional rewards.

Mike's TV Film of the Week 

CRIME: SNATCH 5*, Friday, September 25, 11.25pm 

Writer/director Guy Ritchie’s 1998 feature film debut, Lock, 

Stock And Two Smoking Barrels, was one of the most influential 
of all British movies. But not for long, and not necessarily in a 
good way. Himself influenced by Quentin Tarantino, Ritchie’s 
effect on this country’s cinematic landscape was immediate and 
extreme - after Barrels’ success suddenly it seemed every Brit 
film featured colourfully nicknamed criminals, hard nuts, lowlifes, 
chancers and psychos, swearing heavily (usually in a cockney 
accent) and shedding blood. Most of them were dire. 

Not Ritchie’s own follow-up, though - Snatch is a lot of fun. 
Like its predecessor, it’s an ensemble piece - we’re introduced 
to a dozen of the main characters in the flashy title sequence, 
and then wait for them to turn up. There’s proficient armed 
robber and chronic gambler Frankie Four Fingers (Benicio Del 
Toro doing only the second oddest accent for a change); 
hapless armed robbers Sol and Vinny (an appealing Lennie 
James and Robbie Gee); shady diamond merchant Doug the 
Head (Mike Reid) and his American gangster relative Cousin Avi 
(Dennis Farina enjoying himself); Brick Top (Alan Ford exuding 
charmlessness), a ruthless gangster who chops up his victims 
and feeds them to his pigs; gun seller and former KGB man 
Boris the Blade (Rade Sherbedgia); and manhunter Bullet-Tooth 
Tony (Vinnie Jones). If we’re siding with anyone in this melee, 
though, it’s Tommy (a very winning performance from Stephen 
Graham), and Turkish (Jason Statham), a pair of illegal boxing 
promoters who fall foul of Brick Top. Statham, who had never 
acted before Ritchie cast him in Barrels, is at his most effective 
here - giving Snatch the solid centre it needs while easing into 
the fast lane to unlikely stardom. Ritchie’s coup, however, was in 
obtaining the services of already established superstar Brad Pitt, 
who is a riot as outrageously accented “Pikey” bare-knuckle 
boxer Mickey. There are no women to speak of. The plot has 
two criss-crossing strands; one involving two fixed fights and 
the other a large stolen diamond, and it all works quite nicely, if 
mechanically. Meanwhile, Ritchie’s camera hyperventilates. 

There’s no point criticising Snatch for being juvenile and 
shallow, but the dialogue is not always as good as Ritchie thinks 
it is. It features the lines “It’s an unlicensed boxing match, not a 
tickling competition”; “It’s a four-ton truck, Tyrone. It’s not as if 
it’s a packet of f****** peanuts”; “Where’d you lose him? He ain’t 
a set of f****** car keys, is he?” and, in response to being asked 
to “open up” a dog, “It’s not as if it’s a tin of baked beans”. 
Which would be fine, if they weren’t spoken by four different 
characters. Mike Whiteway 


n 1988, Beaches starring 
Bette Midler and Barbara 
Hershey was the weepie du 
jour for a generation of 
women, hankering for a 
bittersweet portrait of steadfast 
sisterly solidarity. 

It’s been a long wait but 
actress Morwenna Banks 
provides 21st century gal pals 
with their own sob-athon as 
screenwriter of this occasionally 
foul-mouthed comedy drama set 
in the shadow of breast cancer. 

There are tears aplenty in 
Catherine Hardwicke’s film, 
predominantly shed by lead 
actresses Toni Collette and Drew 
Barrymore as they rage against 
a cruel disease that affects one in 
eight women in the UK. 

There is humour and pathos 
too, not least in one beautifully 
handled scene between a wig 
maker (Frances de la Tour) and 
Collette’s patient, as they select a 
new permanent barnet to 
replace the flowing locks lost to 
chemotherapy. 

Pleasingly, Banks’ script 
doesn’t paint characters as 


saints or martyrs. They are 
deeply flawed and behave badly, 
even at their lowest ebb, 
propelling a wrecking ball 
through a marriage when they 
should be fighting for survival. 

Collette and Barrymore play 
best friends Milly and Jess, who 
met at school and have shared 
pivotal coming-of-age moments 
like losing their virginities. Now 
30-something and fabulous in 
radically different ways, the pals 
are braced for middle age. 

Milly is a PR executive with a 
handsome husband Kit (Dominic 
Cooper) and two cherubic 
offspring, Scarlett (Honor 
Kneafsey) and Ben (Ryan 
Lennon Baker). 

Bohemian earth mother Jess 
lives on a house boat with her oil 
rigger husband Jago (Paddy 
Considine) and cluckily prepares 
for the arrival of their first child. 

Out of the blue, Milly is 
diagnosed with cancer and has 
to confront her mortality 
without her designer high heels. 

As usual, Jess is by her side 
every painful step of the way, 


including a double mastectomy 
that forces Milly to question her 
femininity. 

Timed for release ahead of 
National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month, Miss You 
Already is galvanised by 
believable screen chemistry 
shared by the two leads. 

Barrymore oozes adorability, 
while Collette has the meatier 
role and teases out the 
selfishness of her ambitious 
career woman. 

Scenes of Milly pre and 
post-surgery are moving, 
leavened by flashes of humour as 
friends and family attempt to 
buoy Milly’s spirits. Plotting is a 
tad haphazard and a protracted 
250-mile trek to the Yorkshire 
Moors creates unnecessary 
conflict. 

Thankfully, screenwriter 
Banks redeems herself with a 
well-judged final act that tugs 
our heartstrings without feeling 
like we’re being shamelessly 
manipulated.

always get obsessed with 
things,” says head chef 
Ramael Scully, explaining 
how he recently spent £100 
on eBay buying 1.5kg of the 
rare spice, Grains of Paradise. 

“It’s like drugs!” shouts his 
friend, collaborator and boss, 
Yotam Ottolenghi - but then, if 
you’re as consumed by food and 
flavour as these two, addiction is 
inevitable. 

What makes Ottolenghi food - 
which you’ll know if you’ve ever 
eaten at an Ottolenghi 
restaurant, bought an Ottolenghi 
cookbook or read an Ottolenghi 
recipe in the Israeli chef’s 
Guardian column - is the sheer 
number of ingredients involved. 

“Haha, we’re not Italian cooks. 
It’s not like four great 
ingredients put on a plate,” says 
the 46-year-old restaurateur with 
a laugh. “Of course, a fresh 
tomato with olive oil is a great 
thing, but that’s definitely not 
the way I grew up - otherwise it 
wouldn’t be Ottolenghi.” 

He explains it wouldn’t be 
NOPI or Scully food either - and 
this is the pair’s current project,

a restaurant standard cookbook 
based on the food served at 
NOPI, Ottolenghi’s renowned 
eatery in London’s Soho. 

But this is a restaurant book 
with a twist, do not expect a 
coffee table slab, to be looked at 
and not touched. It should be 
daubed with spice and oil. 

“I thought it was going to be a 
very chef-y cook book, so I was 
really excited,” says Scully 
wryly. “Then [Yotam] was like, 
‘No, Scully, we’re doing the 
restaurant food we do here for 
home cooks’. I thought, ‘Yeah, 
it’ll be a walk in the park’ - it 
was the hardest thing I ever 
did!” 

Jerusalem-born Ottolenghi 
first met Scully - who grew up in 
Australia but has Chinese, 
Indian, Malay and Irish blood - 
in 2005, hiring him as chef de 
partie. 

“It’s not a typical story where 
someone grows under someone 
else’s roof,” explains Ottolenghi. 
“Scully came in with his own 
style already. Obviously, it’s 
evolved and changed over the 
years, but I haven’t taught him 


how to cook. It’s a partnership.” 

“Yotam is a man of words,” 
says Scully graciously. “I had all 
these ideas and crazy things on 
the plate and Yotam’s like, ‘No, 
no, no, too much Scully, calm 
down’. But he knew I always had 
the flavour part, I just couldn’t 
control it on the plate. And that 
built between us all these years. 
Sometimes, now, I tell him he’s 
got too much on the plate!” 

This was the trickiest aspect 
of putting together the NOPI 
cookbook: lopping off at least 
some of the ingredients Scully 
would ordinarily use in the 
restaurant kitchen. 

Top picks include the 
twice-cooked chicken, the Urid 
Dhal cod (“A very satisfying dish 
for entertaining,” promises 
Ottolenghi) and the vine leaf pie 
(a “piece of heaven“, apparently), 
and they can’t help spiralling 
into off-the-cuff cooking tips (“If 
you’re making tzatziki - put 
burnt butter in it,” encourages 
Scully). 

To get a taste of NOPI at home, 
try this recipe... 


vinegar, oil and half a teaspoon 
of salt in a separate bowl. Pop 
this in the fridge too. 

To serve, divide the 
mascarpone between the plates 
and spread to form a thin layer. 
Place the tomatoes on top, 
followed by the pickled shallots.

Toyota Avensis Tourer 


David Ward 


T hankfully, gone are 
the days of yesteryear 
when car makers 
wanting to provide 
extra luggage space on 
a saloon or hatchback simply 
stuck a bit of extra bodywork on 
the back end as a kind of 
afterthought and called it an 
estate. 

Buyers are more 
sophisticated and demanding 
today and manufacturers have 
realised too that more and more 
motorists want all that extra 
room on board, but with the 
same comforts, furnishing and 
surrounds that a saloon or 
hatchback offers. 

Estate cars sales remain big 
business, particularly in this 
country, but car makers have 
also moved the game further on 
upmarket as we say and call 
them tourers, not estates! 

Prime example is the latest 
Toyota Avensis Sports Tourer, 
which is the most well designed 
and engineered estate car to 
ever emerge from that car 
maker and it’s easy to see why 
it’s winning rave reviews for its 
smart looks, sheer driveability 


and, of course, ample inside 
luggage room. 

This latest Avensis can best 
be described as a 
comprehensive update all round 
of the previous version with 
noticeable improvements inside 
and out rather than a 
completely new generation 
model. 

All these are aimed at 
reaching the heights of the 
class-leading VW Passat Estate, 
which is overall more expensive, 
so Toyota realised that this 
latest load-lugger had to be 
packed with all the latest gismos 
on board and offer far more all¬ 
round comfort and ease of 
driving but not too pricy. 

Key too is that all versions 
offer incredible value for money 
with quieter, more efficient 
engines, including lower 
running costs and in both 
departments, this new Avensis 
Sports Tourer scores high 
marks. 

Engine-wise, there’s a new 1.6- 
litre diesel one available, 
capable of topping around 
67mpg with sensible driving, 
plus two petrol choices of either 
a 1.8-litre or a new two-litre. 

With fleet/company car 


buyers again taking over two- 
thirds of all Avensis sales in this 
country, factors like decent 
standard equipment levels with 
loads of options available are 
crucial - plus all-important 
cheaper running costs while 
Toyota sensibly offers special 
Business Editions versions in 
their line-up. 

Prices are certainly 
competitive and have to be in 
this company car sector, with 
the Avensis Sports Estate 
coming in at around £18,945 and 
again, crucially for any buyer, 
with that impressive and 
standard five-year Toyota 
warranty on board. 

For those who want to 
compete with the higher levels 
of the Passat Estate, then the top 
of the range Excel Sports Tourer 
is the one to go for because it 
offers excellent value for money, 
yet it’s much cheaper than its 
German-made rival. 

Driving the 2.0-litre manual 
Excel, it’s easy to see why it 
appeals particularly to business 
drivers because it’s so quiet and 
refined, offers a smart and 
comfortable cabin and returned 
54.1mpg on some 600 miles of 
varied road routes, mostly fully 
loaded. 


The 141 bhp on tap is swiftly 
delivered through a really light 
yet positive six-speed gearbox, 
without doubt the best manual 
gearbox Toyota has ever come 
up with, while C02 of only 124 
g/km provides decent benefit in 
kind for business users of 22 per 
cent and an insurance group of 
19E. 

The four cylinder, in-line 16- 
valve DOHC engine is really 
responsive when needed, but is 
equally at home trundling 
around heavily congested town/ 
city centre roads with help from 
that exceedingly good gear 
change. 

The Sports Tourer ride has 
also been noticeably improved 
over the old version, with the 
better suspension easily soaking 
up the many bumps and lumps 
we now see on our roads and for 
its class it must rate as being 
top for ride and comfort. 

At the end of the day, such 
load-luggers are all about how 
much capacity they have for the 
likes of suitcases and other 
luggage and this Avensis is on a 
par with rivals, providing 543 
litres of room with the rear 
seats in use, increasing to 1,609 
with the rear seats folded. 

Obviously, anyone opting for 


an Excel trimmed model won’t 
find it cheap - the test car came 
in at £29,090 - but when you 
weigh up that figure with the 
remarkable high level of kit on 
board and then compare the 
equivalent in the Passat, for 
example, then it represents good 
value for the outlay. 

Naturally, company car 
drivers will probably opt for the 
cheaper Business Edition 
models, but here again the 
levels of standard equipment on 
board are exceptionally good 
when again you compare to 
other rival estates in this sector. 

This Sports Tourer in Excel 
form is also the safest we’ve 
ever seen, with a high list of 
standard features that include a 
pre-collision system with 
autonomous emergency braking 
which I was grateful for when 
‘white van man’ pulled straight 
out of a side road directly in 
front of me. Yes, the system 
certainly works and helped me 
avoid a nasty crash. 

There’s also front, side , 
curtain and driver’s knee 
airbags, ABS, traction control 
and vehicle stability control and 
more on board. 

For the driver, the eight-inch 
touch screen is so simple to use 


straight off and provides the 
driver with everything he or she 
needs while all the controls, 
dials and stalks are well 
position and again making it a 
car that’s a pleasure to drive. 


Verdict: The many subtle 
changes Toyota has made to 
their estate (sorry, tourer) now 
puts it up well and truly 
amongst the Premier League 
pacesetters. 

Cleverly, too, with special 
Business Editions on offer, it 
will capture the all-important 
company car buyer. 

For the perhaps more budget¬ 
conscious private, family buyer, 
the cheaper models with the 1.8- 
litre petrol engine under the 
bonnet will prove more than 
efficient, giving the same 
quality and comfort of ride and 
drive as the dearer models. 

If the household budget 
allows, still go for the Excel 
because it’s well worth the 
money, certainly when 
compared to rivals like the 
Passat, and it will give far more 
satisfaction in driving out on 
the road yet remain economical 
to run. 

As they say, they don’t make 
estate cars like they use to - 
thankfully!

The Big Cats host Westminster 
Warriors at Harlow Leisurezone 
on Saturday (7.30pm) before they 
travel to Barking Abbey to face 
Kent Crusaders. 

After wrapping up pre-season 
with a one-point midweek win 
against Team USA, Leopards 
recorded two tight wins to open 
their season over the weekend.

“I’m training harder than ever. 
I’m going to give this everything. 


I was going to box in 
Bournemouth next month, but 
when this chance came up I 
jumped at it.” 

It will be Horton’s first shot at 
Southern Area honours. In 
January 2009, he was beaten by 
Tony Salam for the super- 
middleweight title and in March 
he lost a challenge to Miles 
Shinkwin at light-heavyweight. 

Horton says the fight with 
Shinkwin was a mistake. “I’m 
not a light-heavyweight and 
never have been,” he said, and 
he’s switched camps since the 
loss. 

Horton is now being trained 
by Gareth Lawrence and Ryan 
Barrett and he said: “They are 
really whipping me into shape. 
I’m feeling so much stronger.” 

Horton admits he will need to 


be at his best to win the belt next 
month. 

Williams has won all 11 fights 
to get his title shot and Horton 
describes him as “a tough, 
hungry fighter who can punch.” 

He added: “He’s stocky, likes to 
fight in close and I have to stay 
on the outside and box his head 
off. I do think he’s been a bit 
protected, but I know I’m going 
to need my A’ game to beat him. 

“I’m getting good sparring 
with [middleweight contender] 
Joe Mullender. He’s very fit and 
comes forward all the time - just 
like Darryll. 

“I’m looking forward to the 
fight. It’s boxer against puncher. 
It has the makings of a good 
fight.”

RICHARD CHIASSARO admitted 
he was convinced the British 
Paralympic Association was 
going to snub him again - but 
instead got his call up to make his 
IPC World Championships debut. 

The 33-year-old Harlow Athletic 
Club member will race in three 
events at next month’s Champi¬ 
onships in Doha. 

He races in the T54 wheelchair 
events, and has been selected in 
the 100m, 200m and 400m. 

He is ranked eighth in the world 
in the 100m and 200m and was just 
eight inches from beating the 
world number one, Finland's Leo 
Pekka Tahti, earlier this year in 
the 100m. 

But before he got the nod for 
Team GB last Thursday, he was 
nervous because of his failure to 
make the team for the London 
2012 Paralympics. 

He said: “I didn’t think I’d get 
in. After London I don’t take any¬ 
thing for granted any more. 

Opportunity 

“I won’t repeat what I said when 
they told me, I was expecting for 
them to say ‘sorry, try again the 
year after’. 

“I’ve got the opportunity now. 
You can’t win medals unless 
you’re there so this is the first step 
for me. 

“I might be eighth in the world 
but I’m point three [of a second] 
off the gold medal - it’s so close. 

“Who knows, a mistake on the 
day, someone not performing, you 
never know.” 

Chiassaro, who went to school 
at Mark Hall and lives in Sey¬ 
mours in Harlow, has beaten 
many of his rivals over the last 
year and has rapidly advanced up 
the world rankings. 

He knows he will go to Doha 
with a chance of not only getting 
to the final, but returning with a 


medal. 

Chiassaro will meet up with the 
GB team and fly out to Qatar on 
October 11. 

The Championships start on 
October 21 and run through to the 
31st, but Chiassaro will compete 
on the very first day. 

Having suffered the disappoint¬ 
ment of his surprise omission 
from the GB squad for the 2012 
London Olympics, Chiassaro 
used this to spur him on and 
knows he is in the best condition 
of his life as he chases a World 


Championships medal and edges 
closer to competing at the 2016 
Paralympics in Rio de Janiero. 

Chiassaro was named as part of 
the 48-strong GB team with six 
London 2012 champions, includ¬ 
ing David Weir. 

The Harlow racer, born with 
spina bifida, knows competition 
is fierce. “I’ve been away with a lot 
of these racers, the amputee run¬ 
ners and everyone, and there’s 
new people coming through all 
the time. You can’t get lazy 
because there’s someone else 


there who wants your spot,” he 
said. 

Chiassaro was desperately 
close to beating the world number 
one recently. 

“My last race was two weeks 
ago and I raced the World Record 
holder in the 200. He beat me by 
eight inches. My front wheel was 
within touching distance of his,” 
he said. 

“I know I have got it there. In 
the 100 he beat me by two metres, 
but in the 200 I closed the gap.” 

Harlow AC coach Paul Bailey 


said: “We are all so very, very 
proud of him at HAC and we wish 
him the very best of luck in 
Doha.” 

GB Paralympic Head Coach, 
Paula Dunn, said: “We’ve got a 
real mix of athletes who have won 
medals on the global stage as well 
as a number of new faces, which is 
really encouraging looking ahead 
to the future. 

“It’s a stepping stone for many 
of the athletes on their respective 
journeys to Rio, London 2017 and 
Tokyo 2020.” 


FA Cup fever is building as 
Harlow Town look to secure a 
place in the third round 
qualifying stage with a victory at 
Evo-Stik Southern League 
Division One Central side St Ives

But Harlow will have to 
improve on their display three 
days ago. 

The Hawks took the lead when 
Alex Read converted a penalty 
awarded for handball on ten 
minutes. 

Thamesmead equalised when 
Harlow keeper Niklas Freund’s 
block saw the ball fall to Michael 
Uwezu, who couldn’t believe his 
luck as he tucked into the net on 
29 minutes. 

The hosts made it on 54 
minutes when Jack Berry 
headed in from a corner. 

Harlow could not find an 
equaliser. 

Hawks assistant boss Spencer 
Knight has not ruled out more 
signings soon. “We are two or 
three players away from where 
we want to be,” he added.
